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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Temple: 


I submit my seventh annual report as Supermtendent of 


Schools. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZATION 


The only full time teacher remaining from last year’s staff 
is Miss Helen Rideout. For the Grammar School we se- 
cured Miss Ruth E. Blood, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School last June, but she was released at her own request 
shortly after the Christmas vacation and the school is now 
being taught by Miss Anna Hedman. Miss Bowden resigned 
as music teacher after three years’ service and Miss Elsie 
Wheeler of Greenville is doing that work this year. Mrs. 
Leighton is continuing the drawing work the same as last 
year. 


The statistical table following this report shows the en- 
rollment to be about the same as the previous year. The 
per cent of attendance is higher and slightly above the state 
average but the tardiness last year was more than three 
times as great as the year before. For the first sixteen weeks 
of the current year the attendance is somewhat higher than 
for the corresponding period last year and tardiness has been 
very greatly reduced. 


It is ten years since the school law first provided for a 
standard school year of thirty-six weeks. Since 1924 
no school in New Hampshire has had less than thirty-srx 
weeks. School enrollment has increased and the per cent 
of attendance has been raised from 91 to 94.5. Pupils are 
staying in school longer,—85 per cent now complete the 
eighth grade as compared with 75 per cent ten years ago; 
67 per cent enter high school in place of 55 per cent; 43 per 
cent graduate from high school instead of 31 per cent; 
23 per cent continue their schooling beyond high school 
instead of 11 per cent. 
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High school enrollment has increased from 12,087 to 
16,097, an increase of 33 per cent in ten years with only 5 per 
cent increase in elementary schools. 


While every school in the state is open for at least thirty- 
six weeks, the number of days school is actually in session 
varied last year from 169 to 187. The average for the state 
was 177 and this average has been maintained for the past 
four years. The Temple schools were actually in session 
173 days last year; 207 towns in the state had more school 
days, 10 the same number, and only 23 towns had fewer 
school days. Temple lost two days for holidays (Labor Day 
and Memorial Day), two days for teachers’ institutes and 
three days from other causes,—one for a visiting day and 
two, November 12 and 13, on account of illness. If these 
two days had been made up, Temple would have lacked 
only two days of the average for the state. The mayjority 
of the towns are netting more school days but many of them 
are doing so on a thirty-seven or thirty-eight week school 
year. 


SUPERVISION 


The division of my time between class room visiting or 
supervision, and office work does not vary materially from 
last year, and as usual a considerable part of the office work 
has to do with the tabulating and interpreting of the scores 
from standard tests. The Stanford Achievement Tests 
were continued last year as in former years and the results 
were in general handled in the same manner as indicated in 
last year’s report. 


The standardized test in silent reading mentioned last 
year was repeated in October 1929 and the results compared 
with those obtained a year previous. The class work in 
silent reading during the year interval between tests laid 
emphasis upon the particular features in which the first test 
showed the pupils to be deficient, and the pupils who scored 
D or E on the first test were given_special attention. The 
results of the second test indicateJ§that our efforts were 
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effective to a considerable degree, since there were 11 per 
cent fewer pupils getting scores of D or E than in the first 
test. 


‘This must stand, however, as a record of progress and 
not of complete attainment of the goal, for there are still 
at least 8 per cent more pupils getting D’s and E’s than 
would be expected in a normal group of pupils. 


Besides these two series of tests given for purpose of meas- 
urement, several other types of tests are being used fre- 
quently by the teachers for diagnostic purposes. An oral 
reading test is used in the first three grades, by means of 
which the teachers determine from time to time what prog- 
ress each child is making and in what respect Improvement 
should be made. Similarly two types of language tests are 
used at intervals through the year to check up on the pupils’ 
progress in mastering the correct use of language forms. 


While these standardized tests and many other less formal 
tests devised by the teachers are useful in certain ftelds, we 
must keep constantly in mind the fact that there are many 
more phases of education that do not yield to such exact 
measurement, and also the fact that progressive attainment 
in those phases not readily measured its probably more im- 
portant in the equipment of our young folks for their future 
lives than the things we are thus able to measure. 


MeEpIcAL INSPECTION 


The medical inspection was carried out by Dr. Pease and 
the nurse, Mrs. Gilbert, showing the followme:

The eye and ear tests have not yet been completed. 
The nurse is doing as much follow-up work as ts possible 
with the money available. 
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FINANCES 


The Budget recommended by the School Board for 1930- 
1931 does not differ materially from the usual amounts ex- 
cept in the case of high school tuitions. : There are attending 
high school from Temple now sixteen pupils, none of whom 
is in the graduating class. There are seven pupils complet- 
ing the eighth grade and we expect that all of them will 
wish to go to high school. At the same tuition rate as last 
year this item will amount to $1,840, as compared with the 
estimate of $1,185 last year. 

The active interest and support of the Parent-Teacher 
Association, together with the continued interest and coop- 
eration of the parents and citizens in general, and the con- 
tinued backing of the school board, make the work of the 
teachers and myself pleasant and aid greatly in making our 
efforts effective.
